On HoTOnber 22, I963, at 9tOO AM, we arrived for duty at City Hall and 
reported to Capt. Frits in hi» office. Capt. Fritz, E. I. Boyd, H. H. Sims, 
B. L. Senkel, and F. H, Ivimer discussed their assignments for the time 
President Kennedy vas to be in Dallas. Capt. Fritz told Sins and Boyd that 
they ware assigned with bin to vork the President's head table at the Trade 
Mart. At lOiOO AM Capt. Friti, Boyd, and Sims left the City Hall in Capt. 
Fritz's city squad car. Sims drove to the Trade Kart and arrived there at 
lOtlO AH. Ve parked our car on Vhe eaat parking lot. V'e valked directly 
to the Trade Mart and went to the President's table, Ve net Dave Qrant 
and Mr. PoV>ert Stewart of the V. S. Secret Service. We discussed our duties 
and fandliarlzed ourselves with the area of the President's table. Vie dis- 
cussed the route of the President to his table and who would be permitted In 
the roped off area around the President's table. We inspected the President's 
table and the roped off area. At 12i30 PM Capt. Frits, along with Kr. Robert 
Stewart of the U. S. Secret Service, nade the final lni?)ectlon. of the Presi- 
dent's table. At about 12il|0 PK Chief K. V. Stevenson came over to the west 
side of the roped off area and called Capt. Fritz. He told Capt. Fritz that 
President Kennedy had been Involved In an accident at the triple underpass 
and was on his' way to Parkland Hocpltal. He advised us to go to Parkland. 
Capt. Fritz, Sins, and Boyd rushed out to their car. Capt. Fritz said the 
report of the President' s accident could be a hoax, so Sins checked with the 
police dispatcher by radio. The dispatcher told us the President had been 
shot. Sin* drove Cod* 3 to Parkland, arriving there in less than 3 ninute*. 
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Chief Curry was out front of Parkland emergency entrance, and ho told Capt. 
Fritz to go to the scone of the shooting. We ruehed back to our car and 
Sheriff Decker went with us. Sims drove Code 3 to the Texas Book Depository 
Building at Elm and Houston and parked out front. We arrired there at 
approximately 12t58 PM and saw that the building was surrounded by Police 
officers, so we rusJied onlaside. Ve got on the eleyator witti several other 
officers. Lt, Jack Revill and Cot. R. W. Westphal are the only ones that we 
can remember irtio rode the elevator with us. We stopped on the second floor, 
opened the elevator door, and saw officers there. We went on up to the 
third floor and got off the elevator. VJestphal said he had a key to 305. 
We stayed there about 30 seconds and saw several other officers there, so 
we got back on the elevator and went to the fourth floor and got off. There 
were several officers on this floor so we caught the freight elevator and 
went to the fifth floor. We made a hurried search along the front and west 
side windows and then went on up to the sixth floor. Some officers stayed 
on the sixth floor, and we went on up to the seventh floor and started to 
search along the firont windows. About this time someone yelled that seme 
empty hulls had been found on the sixth floor. Capt. Fritz, Sims, and Boyd 
went to the southeast window on the sixth floor and saw three empty rifle 
hulls on the floor near the window. The empty hulls were found about ltl$ 
FM. Deputy Sheriff Luke E. Mooney said he found them and left them lay as 
they were. We stayed there with the empty hulls to preserve the scene and 
a methodical search was started by other officers going from east to west. 
About lt?0 WT, Lt. J, C. Day and Det. R. L. Studebaker arrived on the sixth 
floor. Capt. Fritz asked Lt. Day to take pictures of the hulls and the 
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Burrounding area. About li25 FK scneonB called for Capt. Friti, and h» left 
Dot. L. D. Monteomery and Marvin Jolmson to stay vith the hulla. Capt, Frlt», 
Sims, and Boyd went over to near the stairway where one of the officers had 
called Capt. Fritz. Soraeone said the g\in had been found. Capt. Fritz 
walked between a otaok of books and over some books to where the gun was 
laying between some boxes and partially covered by some paper. The pun 
was about ? feet from the west wall and about 8 feet fran the west stairway. 
Sins went bscV to where I^, Day was and told him the gun ha* been found. Lt. 
Day or Dot. fitudebaker took another picture of the hulls and taid they had 
already taken pictures of the scene. Sims picked up the empty hulls, and 
It. nay held an envelope open while Sims dropped then in the envelope. Lt, 
Hay then walked over to where the rifle had been found. Det. Studebaker and 
Lt. Day took pictures of the rifle. Mr. Pinkston of the F. B. I, and a 
Secret Service agent were there at the time pictures ware being mads. We 
don't know the Secret Service agent's name. Mr, Ellsworth and another officer 
from Alcohol Tax Department were also there. Lt. Day then picked up the rifle 
and dusted it for fingerprints. Some man then called Capt. Frtii, and he 

walked over to where the nan was. This man gave Capt, Fdtz the nana of Lee 
Harvey Oswald and his home address In Irving, Texas, We had Just heard that 
Officer J, D, Tippit had been shot and killed in Oak Cliff. Capt, Fritz, 
Sins, and Boyd then left the Texas Book Dep6sitotyand someone told Capt. 
Fritz that Sheriff Docker wanted to talk to him. Capt. Fritz went over to 
Sheriff Decker's office and stayed 10 or 1? minutes. Than Capt. Fritz, Sims, 
and Boyd left, and Sims drove Coda 3 to City Fall. We arrived at Capt. Fritz's 
office approximately 2fl5 PM. There were ■ lot of people in the Bonloide 
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Ihireou and Met. T. Baker told Capt. Frits that the nan who shot Orfloer 
Tlpplt wns In the intarroRati on room. Capt. Frits than found out that this 
nan'? nam vxs Lee Rarrey Oswald, the aans name that ha had received at the 
Texas Pook Tletiository from tho man there. At 2t20 W Sims and Boyd took 
Oswald from the interroRatlen room and escorted him into Capt. Fritz's 
office. Burlnp tho Interroffation of Oswald, Kr. Jim BooVont and Mr. Hosty, 
F. B, I. apents, were in the office with Capt. Frits, Sims and Boyd. There 
was also a Pecret Service apont present and these F. B. I. and Secret Serviee 
agents took part in the interrogation of Oswald with Capt, Frits. At IttO? FH 
Slna, Boyd, and Set. K. 0. Hall took Oswald down to the bold over in the Jail 
office for a show-up. Sown in the hold over, Boyd searched Oswald and found 
five live rounds of .38 calibre pistol shells in his left front pocket. Siiu 
found a bus transfer slip in Oswald's shirt pocket. Oswald took his ring off 
and gave it to Siims. Ve put three other men in the show-up with Oswald. 
They wore as follows i #1 Billy Perry, fZ Leo Harvey Oswald, #3 E. L. Clark, 
and T)on Abies. !>ins. Hall, and Bryd went on the show-up stage with the 
men who were in the rtiow-irp, Tho four isen were handcuffed together. After 
the fhow-iip was over, at IjsSO TV, ws took Oswald back to Capt. Fritz's offieo 
whore Capt. Frits, F. P. I. Apents, and Secret Service Asients talked to 
Oswald some more. At 6t?0 W Sims, Boyd, and Hall took Oswald back to the 
show-up room and held a line-up with the rsiro joen as were in the first one. 
They were also numbered the sane as the first. At 6i37 TO, we left tho 
show-up rocBi and took Oswald back to Capt. Frits' s office. Shortly after- 
wards, Capt. Fritz, Justice of Peace Savid Johnston, and Assistant District 
Attorney, BiU Alexander, eane to Capt. Frits' s offioe. Capt. Frits signed 
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a murder complaint against Lee Karvey Oswald which was accepted by Assist- 
ant dlBtriot Attorney, Bill Alexander. This was for the nurdar of Offioar 
J. D. Tlpplt, At approximately 7s30 PK, Hall and Boyd were sitting in the 
office with Oswald and Mr. Clements of the 7, B. I came in and interrogated 
Oswald. At 7»liO R-I Hall, Sims, and Boyd took Oswald back to show-up room. 
This tine there was also three other men in the show up. They were as 
follows: il Richard Walter Borchgardt, #2 U>e Harvey Oswald, #3 Ellis Carl 
Braswell, ft Don Abies. After the show-up, at 7>5$ ^ we took Oswald back 
to Capt. Fritz's office and Mr. Clements continued his interrogation of 
Osviald for about another half hour. At 8i5S HM Dat. Johnny Hicks and R. L. 
Studebaker of the Crime hai came to Capt, Friti's office. Hicks started 
finper printing Oswald, then Egt. Pete Barnes cane in. Shortly afterward, 
Capt, Oeorpe Doughty came in an3 stayed a few minutes. After Hicks finished 
Finfjer printing Oswald, he and Barnes made paraffin easts of both hands and 
also the rivht side of his face. Det, Studebaker asfslsted Hicks and Barnes. 
H. M. Moor#, R, M. Sins, and E, L, Boyd were present most of the time while 
easts were being made. At arproxlmatoly UOO W Sims and Boyd made out 
arrest theots on Oswald and shortly afterward Chief Curry and Capt, Fritz 
came to Capt. Fritz' s office and told us to take Oswald down out in front 
of the stage at the chow up room. Chief Curry gave us instructions not to 
let anyone touch Oswald, and if thoy attempted to do so, for us to take him 
to Jail immediately. Capt. Frits told us that he wanted all the officers 
in the Honloido Bureffi to go down to the show-up roon. After a short wait, 
wa took Oswald down to llie show-up room shortly after midni^t. The show- 
•up room was full of news men. TSi kept him there about 5 ninutes then took 
hin straight to the Jail office at aprroxlinately 12t20 AK on Soveaher 23, 
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1963. CMnf LiinpVin, Sims, Boyd, and Sgt. Vfsrren took Oswald to fourth 
floor 3«11 »n<3 tumad hln ovar to the ja5.1«r« at 12f23 Of. 

TSomwR 23, 1963 

On November 23, 1963, ve arrived for vork at 9:30 AM. At 10j2$ yiK, 
Sims, Boyd, and Det. M, 0. Hall checked Lee Harvey Oswald out of jail and 
■brought him to Capt. Frita's office for questioning. Kr. Bookout of the 
F. B. I., Kr. Pobert Kash, 0. S. Marshal, and llr. Kelly of Secret Service 
vera in the office with Capt. Fritz at the time. Boyd and Hall stayed in 
the office during the interrogation. After Capt. Fritz and the other 
officers finished their Intorroieation, Sims, Boyd, and Hall returned 
Oswald to iall at 11:30 AM. Shortly afterwards, Sims, Boyd, Hall, and 
Pet. C. H. D>-ori.ty went to 1026 North BocVley to recheok Oswald's rooai. 
Wo arrived at llt?9 AH and loft at l?i30 WI. At approxinately 6:00 PM 
Sims assisted K. 0. Hall and Det. L. C. Graves in chocking Oswald out of 
jail and brought him to Capt. Fritz's office. Sims didn't stay in the . 
office during the intarroestlcn. After the interrogation. Sins asalated 
Hall and Qravas In returning Oswald to jail at 7il$ FM. 
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
